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REVIEW OF THE PLANNING YEAR (Continued) 


PERSONNEL 


The year has demonstrated more clearly than 
ever before the dangerous lack of competent plan- 
ning personnel. This office alone received over 30 
requests for persons who might fill planning jobs. 
In almost all instances, jobs have been filled by 
hiring men away from other positions. This is no 
solution and some program such as that advocated by 
the ASPO Committee on Education will have to be 
operated if we are to have sufficient planners to 
meet emergency war needs and to engage in the large 
scale planning programs proposed for post-war op- 
eration. 

Frederick P. Clark, for a number of years di- 
rector of the New Hampshire State Planning and De- 
velopment Commission, resigned in the middle of 
the year to become planning director for the Re- 
gional Plan Association of New York. Mr. Clark 
was succeeded in New Hampshire by Thorsten V. Kali- 
jarvi, former professor of government at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. Andre M. Faure, former 
town planner and secretary of the Montclair (New 
Jersey) Planning Board, became planner for Tucson, 
Arizona. Alvin C. Bromm, long senior city plan- 
ning engineer for the Cincinnati City Planning Com- 
mission, became city planner for the Board of Pub- 
lic Land Commissioners of Milwaukee. Frederic P. 
Bartlett, formerly administrator of the New York 
City Planning Commission, was made manager of Re- 
gion IX of the National Resources Planning board in 
Puerto Rico. 

Carl Feiss, assistant professor in the planning 
and housing division of the School of Architecture 
at Columbia University, resigned to become planning 
director for the Denver City Planning Commission. 
Paul Oppermann, who had been in charge of the Tri- 
Cities (Tennessee) Planning Project, joined the re- 
search staff of the Federal Housing Administration 
in Washington. John M. Picton, who has been with 
the National Resources Planning Board, went over 
to the National Housing Agency. H. Dale Bossert, 
formerly with the NRPB regional office in Omaha, 
Nebraska, is now a project planner with the Federal 
Public Housing Authority. 

With passage of the new charter amendment for 
city planning in Cleveland, John T. Howard became 
city planner. Ernest J. Bohn,director of the Re- 
gional Association of Cleveland, is the new chair— 
man of the Commission. Herbert W. Starick, formerly 
with a regional office of the NRPB, accepted the 
position of senior city planner in Cleveland. L. 
Segoe was retained as consultant to the Detroit 
master plan and L. Deming Tilton became the full 
time consultant to the City Planning Commission of 
San Francisco. 

Hugh R. Pomeroy, director of the Virginia State 
Planning Board since 1939, accepted the position of 
director of the National Association of Housing Of- 
ficials following the resignation of Coleman Wood- 
bury, who joined the administrative staff of the 
National Housing Agency. Another planner to go to 
the National Housing Agency is I.S. Shattuck, for- 
merly planning consultant toa number. of California 
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counties. Harry D. Freeman, long planning engineer

is now the executive director and secretary-treas- 
urer of the Portland Housing Authority. 

The number of planners who have gone into the 
armed services is too great for listing.

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WILMETTE AMENDS ZONING 


The Village of Wilmette, Illinois, has adopted 
a resolution which will permit "the use of single- 
family dwelling houses in the single-family resi- 
dence districts during the national emergency for 
the temporary housing, rooming, and boarding of 
members of the armed forces of the United States of 
America and their families notwithstanding the 
restrictions ofthe zoning ordinance of the Village 
of Wilmette." No permit shall be issued, however, 
unless the proposed use involves no structural 
changes or extensions to an existing building and 
unless the owner of the premises enters into an 
agreement that such use will be terminated upon 
the termination of the permit. 


HOUSING: ANALYTICAL MAPS 

The bureau of the Census, under the supervi- 
sion of Dr. Leon E. Truesdell, Chief Statistician 
for Population,has prepared a series of analytical 
maps showing housing characteristics for cities by 
blocks. These were prepared from data obtained 
from the census of housing takenas of April 1, 1940. 
The maps show average rents, need far major repairs, 
year built, persons per room, owner occupancy, mort- 
gage status, etc. The Bureau has already provided 
ASPO with maps for Sacramento, Calif.; Bridgeport, 
and New Haven, Conn.; Peoria, Ill.; Fort Wayne, 
Gary, Indianapolis, and South Bend,Ind.; Des Moines, 
Iowa; Wichita, Kan.; Cambridge, Fall River, and 
Somerville, Mass.; Grand Rapids, Mich.; Duluth, 
Minn.; Elizabeth, Newark, Paterson, and Trenton, 
N. J.; Albany and Utica, N. Y¥.; Canton, Columbus, 
Dayton, and Youngstown, Ohio; Tulsa, Okla.; Erie 
and Scranton, Pa.; Knoxville, Tenn.; and Salt Lake

Arizona: S. B. No. 52 and H. B. No. 75 Relating 
to Planning and Zoning and Providing for Planning 
and Zoning by Cities and Counties: The Bill author 
izes the governing body of any city having a popu- 
lation of 25,000 or more and any county, in which 
that city is located, to establish a planning and 
zoning commission upon petition signed by three per 
cent of the number of registered voters who voted 
for mayor at the last general election, or who voted 
for governor within the county at the last state 
general election.

URBAN REDEVELOPMENT FIELD STATION 
ESTABLISHED AT M. |. T. 


The Massachusetts Institute of Technology an- 
nounced recently the setting up byits City Planning 
Division of an Urban Redevelopment Field Station 
with funds granted for the purpose by the Albert 
Farwell Bemis Foundation. Associated in the direc- 
tion of the Field Station's research program are 
Professor Frederick J. Adams, head of Technology's 
City Planning Division, Philip H. Cornick of the 
Institute of Public Administration, New York City, 
and Edwin H. Spengler, Associate Professor of Eco- 
nomics at Brooklyn College and consultant to the 
National Resources Planning Board. Cooperating 
agencies include the City Planning Board of Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts, which has made available to 
the research group its excellent file of data on 
physical, economic, and social conditions in Bos- 
ton, and the American Public Health Association's 
Committee on the Hygiene of Housing, of which 
Dr. C. E. A. Winslow of Yale University is chair- 
man. 

One of the important problems now being stud- 
ied by the Field Station is that of the rehabili- 
tation of urban residential areas where the exist- 
ing buildings are in sound structural and sanitary 
condition but where the neighborhood pattern is 
obsolete. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE 
OF PLANNERS 


The annual meeting of the American Institute 
of Planners was held in New York on January 22 and 
23. Newly elected officers are Hugh R. Pomeroy, 
President; Theodore T. McCrosky, Vice-President;

Sir Henry Bunbury addressed the 
dinner meeting on the subject of "Emerging Trends 
in Great Britain," while Walter Nash, Deputy Prime 
Minister of New Zealand, addressed the luncheon 
session on the subject of "The New Zealand System 
of Real Property Taxation."

COOPER UNION'S PLANNING COURSE 


Cutting across the curricula inthe aepartments 
of architecture amd civil engineering, Cooper Union 
in New York City is offeringa course in city plan- 
ning this year. It consists of a one-hour lecture 
or class discussion followed by a two-hour design 
period on Mondays and a one-hour lecture and dis- 
cussion period on Wednesdays. 

The course, which extends for six weeks, also 
involves a field problem in transportation for 
which engineering and architectural students are 
paired. The town selected for the study is Syos- 
set, a small interior Long Island village in the 
dispersal plant area of a large airplane industry. 
Existing transportation is inadequate and solu- 
tions are being attempted on the basis of the 
engineering and economic data already collected by 
a village committee. 

Edwin S. Burdell, Director of Cooper Union, is 
responsible for inauguration of the course. No tu- 
ition fees are charged by the Union, which normally 
has about 2,100 undergraduate students. 


IMPORTANT BILLBOARD DECISION 


The Supreme Court of Washington County, Ver- 
mont, has recently decided that advertisers do not 
have an unlimited right to display billboards on 
public highways. The decision was rendered in the 
case of Kelbro,Inc. v. Rawson C. Myrick, Secretary 
of State, et al., and is Number 1714 in the Novem- 
ber term, 1942. 

The plaintiff corporation is engaged in the 
business of outdoor advertising for direct profit 
through rentals or compensation received for the 
erection, maintenance, and display of advertising 
devices. This suit involves billboards situated 
on private property along Route 7. The Secretary 
of State refused to issue a renewal of the permit 
because the structures were located within 300 feet 
of a highway intersection and within 240 feet of 
the center of the travelled part of the highway, 
in violation of the state law. The Court adopted 
the theory expounded by Ruth I. Wilson in an ar- 
ticle entitled "Billboards and the Right to be Seen 
from the Highway" (see ASPO News Letter for August 
1942, page 72). It quoted with approval a decision 
of the Philippine Supreme; Court, which said in 
part that "the success of billboard advertising 
depends not so much upon the use of private pro- 
perty as it does upon the use of the channels of 
travel used by the general public." 

The Court went on to say "the result, as to 
the claim here made, is that the right of view of 
the owner or occupant of the abutting property is 
limited to such right as is appurtenant to that 
property and includes the right to display only 
goods or advertising matter pertaining to business 
conducted hereon. His appurtenant easement does 
not include the right to display advertising mat- 
ter foreign toa business conducted m the property, 
and he could not convey to this plaintiff a right 
that he did not himself possess." 

No invasion of the plaintiff's constitutional 
rights appear.

Burden of Proof of Unreasonableness of Zoning Clas- 
sification on the Attacker and Not Met by Showing 
Substantial Difference in Value. 

Neef v. City of Springfield, Supreme Court of 
Illinois, (September 1942), 43 Northeastern (2d) 
947 and 380 Ill. 275. The property owner desired 
to use his property for a filling station. The 
property was located at one of the intersections 
of two important streets, one of which led from the 
State House to Lincoln's Tomb and an adjoining cem- 
etery. There was a movement, which had been begun 
by the planning commission, to beautify the street 
leading to the Lincoln Tomb, but this aesthetic 
motive was summarily dismissed by the Uourt as a 
ground for prohibiting the filling station, though 
not standing in the way of sustaining the prohibi- 
tion if the other police power motives were pres- 
ent. At and in the vicinity of the intersection 
there was quite asprinkling of nonconforming busi- 
ness uses which antedated the zoning ordinance, 
one of them adjoining the property in question. 

The property owner produced evidence that his 
property would have avalue of $3500 for commercial 
use and a value of $1200 for residential use. The 
city, however, brought in evidence that the damage 
which the filling station woul: cause to the value 
of the vicinity would be much greater. 

The Court held that the attacker had the bur- 
den of proving the unreasonableness of the zoning 
classification and that the above summarized facts 
did not constitute such demonstration. The Court, 
therefore, uphela the exclusion of non-residential 
uses from plaintiff's property. 


Authorized Roof Gets 
Unauthorized Walls—And Woe

The story of a mere roof re- 
niactment permit—“and how it 
grew”—had the Planning and 
Zoning Commission stumped yes- 
terday. 

For strictly speaking, and not 
caring about costing the Von All- 
men Bros., Inc., 801 S. 37th, milk 
processors, $1,500, the board could 
order torn down the two concrete 
block walls of a new plant the 
concern put up without permit— 
and in a residence zone—to sup- 
port the frame roof for which a 
permit existed.

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REGIONAL PLANNING IN TUCSON AREA 


Studies leading toward a comprehensive plan 
for Tucson, Arizona, and its environs are rapidly 
approaching completion, according toAndre M. Faure, 
Resident Planning Engineer of the Tucson Regional 
Plan, Inc. A new City Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion, the County of Pima, and the Tucson Regional 
Plan, Inc., are jointly financing the work. The 
City Planning and Zoning Commission has been meet- 
ing on the average of two times a week to review 
the studies, which will shortly be adopted as part 
of the Master Plan. The studies include land usage 
relationships of the whole regional community (over

(Cleveland Rodgers, 
Vice-President of the American Society of Planning 
Officials, in conversation will say that he knows 
little about city planning, that he is no expert. 
This book belies that statement. Although a book 
dealing with New York's past and the possibilities 
of its future, it is fundamentally a book on city 
planning. Although it relates specifically to Mr. 
Rodgers' own City of New York, the problems and 
the solutions, except for scale, are similar to the 
problems of many other cities throughout the United 
States. 

"City planning is a simple matter, easily un- 
derstood by anyone who knows that water runs down- 
hill, that streets should be graded, that sunlight 
and air are good for people and that order is bet- 
ter than chaos. It is the entire social, economic, 
and political scheme of things that is complicated." 

The book traces the history of the City of 
New York through the period of "growth without or- 
der and boom and collapse." It deals with zoning, 
housing, and traffic. It is felicitously written 
so that it reads easily. It takes a broad approach 
towards the solution of city problems, and the au- 
thor realizes the extent to which New York's well- 
being is affected by factors outside of the city 
itself. I found it fascinating reading. WHB)
